An already busy county road is get¬ 
ting busier, and will be getting a face 
lift. 

An 11-kilometres stretch of Innisfil 
Beach Road (County Road 21) from 
Highway 27 to the west to 20th 
Sideroad (County Road 39 at Alcona) 
to the east, was the subject of a public 


information centre Tuesday night. 

Innisfil residents were able to review 
the proposed design concept alterna¬ 
tives and provide their comments and 
opinions on the project. 

The widening of Innisfil Beach Road 
(IBR) from two to four lanes is prelimi¬ 
narily estimated at $54 million — all in 
— and costs will be updated as the 
detailed design progresses. 

"County Road 21 is a major corridor 


for traffic travelling between Highway 
400 to Alcona and the south end of 
Barrie," said Simcoe County project 
engineer Julie Scruton, of the trans¬ 
portation and engineering depart¬ 
ment. "The county (is) establishing the 
required road corridor, in line with the 
Transportation Master Plan, to serve 
existing and future travel demands."

BRADFORD — A record number of 
paddlers turned out for the 36th annual 
Marsh Mash, held on the North Canal of 
the Holland Marsh on Saturday, May 10, 
starting at Springdale Christian 
Reformed Church at 5 Sideroad and 
Canal Road. 

About 100 paddlers entered the 
Ontario Marathon Canoe and Kayak 
Racing Association (OMCKRA) sanc¬ 
tioned canoe and kayak races, including 
marathoners hoping to qualify for the 
International Canoe Federation (ICF) 
World Championship Kayak races, by 
posting championship times in their 
24K distances. 

Classes included the 22K ICF Kl, a 
qualifier for the ICF Kayak Marathon 
World Championship, marathon C2 
open and marathon C2 mixed. Open 
kayak and marathon Cl entries trav¬ 
elled a 16-lcilometres course and nine- 
kilometres races were open to outrigger, 
recreational C2, recreational kayak, 
stand-up paddleboard, and junior 


marathon open classes. 

As well, there were five-kilometres 
races for adult/children, novice stand- 
up paddleboard and short open kayak. 

The Marsh Mash is a partnership 
between organizer Iain Craig and his 
family, and the Bradford West Gwillim- 
bury leisure services department. 

The race has come a long way since 
its start back in 1979, when founders 
Janice Matichuclc and Peter Puddi- 
combe named the race the Marsh Mash 
because they found the weeds in the 
canal so thick, they had to 'mash' their 
way through. 

The canals have been cleaned out, 
deepened, and even moved, in an ongo¬ 
ing project to improve flood control and 
life safety, which means that paddlers 
will have "no rocks, no blocks and only 
one tree down," Craig said. 

And when the canal improvement 
project is finished next year, welcoming 
the kayalckers and canoeists to town, 
"paddlers should be able to do the 
whole 28K," making a full loop around 
the marsh, said Bradford West Gwillim- 
bury Mayor Doug White.

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Hudak promise 
isn’t unique 

E lection campaigns are not so much 30 or 40-day 
marathons as they are moment-by-moment events 
that can threaten to destroy or promise to elevate a candi¬ 
date's chances. 

One such moment came last week when it was revealed 
that former Finance Minister Dwight Duncan in late April 
suggested that because of Ontario's “staggering debt'! the 
provincial government should “fundamentally re-evalu- 
ate its role." Duncan further suggested that some govern¬ 
ment services ought to be contracted out, or sent to the 
private sector. 

Duncan's thoughts were resurrected a day or two 
before Progressive Conservative leader Tim Hudalc's 
promise last Friday to remove 100,000 public sector posi¬ 
tions from the provincial government. 

Hudalc's promise was met by gasps from some quarters, 
and was loudly condemned by Premier Kathleen Wynne, 
NDP leader Andrea Horwath, and a host of labour organi¬ 
zations and unions. 

There were likely even some Progressive Conservatives 
who were taken aback and wondered if Hudak had shot 
himself in the foot, if his campaign would be scuttled by 
his remarks, if his upfront admission would not find 
reward in the polling booths on June 12. 

Whatever the case, it's certain that Hudak is not alone 
in his view, and that it's perhaps even shared by someone 
like Duncan, who had a seat at the Liberal government 
Cabinet table up until this year and who knows a thing or 
two about deficits and about government debt. 

Indeed, it was under Duncan's stewardship as Ontario 
treasurer that this province's debt has almost doubled 
since 2003. His last budget, the Liberal budget of 2013-14, 
realized a deficit of over $11 billion. His successor, 
Charles Sousa, proposed a budget on May 1 that included 
a $12-billion deficit. 

It's clear that government spending is out of control in 
this province. In early 2013, Duncan said Ontario's debt 
was a “ticking time bomb" and that it was vulnerable to 
rising borrowing charges. 

At that time, as Ontario Liberals were picking a new 
leader and premier, Duncan warned that spending cuts 
would have be to be doubled if the government had any 
hope in achieving a balanced budget within five years. 

Even the New Democrats, when they governed in the 
early 1990s, were considering drastic cuts. 

At that time, the Bob Rae government was talking about 
possibly reducing the civil service by as much as 20%. 

And now Hudak comes down with a plan to cut govern¬ 
ment spending, and he's cast as a two-horned villain. 

It's not certain that his comments will resonate with 
voters, but his plan isn't exactly unique to the Progressive 
Conservatives, either. What is unique is that he would the 
courage to talk about it during an election campaign.

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What is Title Insurance? 

Title insurance is an insurance policy that protects 
residential or commercial property owners and their 
lenders against losses related to the property’s title or 
ownership. Title insurance simplifies the closing process 
for your lawyer, thereby saving you time and money on your 
Closing. Title insurance also covers most legal expenses 
related to restoring your property’s title. 

There are two main types of title insurance coverage: 
Owner’s policy - protects the property owner from various 
title-related losses that are listed in the insurance policy 
and Lender’s policy - protects the lender from losses 
in the event that the property’s mortgage is invalid or 
unenforceable. 

Residential title insurance provides coverage for houses, 
condominiums, cottages, rental units, vacant land, leased 
properties and rural properties.

• Title fraud (fraudster using your stolen information 
to either sell your house or take out a mortgage and 
disappearing after receiving the money). 

• Other title issues which may prevent you from selling or 
mortgaging your home. 

What does Title Insurance not cover? 

• Known title defects (revealed to you before purchase). 

• Zoning violations from renovations that you are 
responsible for creating. 

• Environmental hazards (eg. soil contamination). 

• Matters not listed in public records (eg. unrecorded liens). 

• Problems discoverable only by a new survey or 
inspection. 

It is important to note that title insurance does not provide 
compensation for non-title related issues. It is not a home 
warranty or home insurance policy, and will not provide 
compensation for: damages from flooding, fire or sewer 
backup; general wear and tear of your home; theft; other 
losses or damages due to non-title related issues.

The Fast Cash store was robbed by an 
armed man here Wednesday morning.

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Innisfil woman battles her fear of snakes

Seeing a swimming hole filled 
with black snakes and running over 
the backs of snakes on the ground 
are fodder for a nightmare. 

But it really happened to Bev 
Adams-Kemp when she was 11 
years old and visiting a friend's cot¬ 
tage near Bobcaygeon. 

“The water was awful," said 
Adams-Kemp, of Innisfil, because 
all she could see were black heads 
sticking out of it. 

To create an opening on the 
water to go swimming, the girls had 
to take turns driving a motorboat 
around in front of the dock. 

The land was no safer. 

“I ran around to the front of the 
property and I ran on the backs of 
these black snakes sunning them¬ 
selves on the grassy, rocky area. I 
just kept running, I tell you," she 
said. 

The 68-year-old woman has had 
a lifelong fear of snakes. Even as a 
toddler, she recalls being afraid of 
them. 

“When I was two or three, I 
picked up all the sticks I could find 
on the beach and threw them in the 
water. The next day, it was calm and 


beautiful and I loved swimming, 
but all I could see were snakes in 
the water. They were actually the 
sticks I threw in. That's how para¬ 
noid I was," she said, recalling an 
experience at her family's cottage 
on Georgian Bay near Midland. 

Then, she had a teacher in ele¬ 
mentary school in Toronto who 
came to class with garter snakes in 
his pocket. She avoided touching 
them at all costs. 

“My parents weren't snake lovers. 
Nobody really was when I grew up," 
Adams-Kemp said. 

She passed along her fear of 
snakes to her three daughters and 
discovered her grandchildren were 
also afraid of snakes. 

Recently, she mustered the 
courage to take her five-year-old 
grandson, Joshua, to Scales Nature 
Park in Oro-Medonte Township. 

“When we were at Scales, I was 
going to rush Josh by the snakes, 
but I saw a worker taking out a 
black rat snake and it was all curled 
up in his arms and I asked if I could 
touch it." 

Adams-Kemp was surprised by 
her reaction. 

“It wasn't slimy. It wasn't mushy. 

“It felt beautiful," she said, adding 
she also held a snake and allowed 


her grandson to hold one. 

“He said he didn't like snakes, 
but he was awed by the snakes," she 
said. 

She returned four days later to 
hold the rat snake again. She also 
held a garter snake and a python 
and overcame her fear of snakes for 
good. 

In fact, she has done a lot of 
research on snakes and how to care 
for them. She now has a corn snake 
on order from Scales once it is born 
and ready to go. 

However, Adams-Kemp's new¬ 
found snake curiosity hasn't been 
picked up by her children. 

“My daughter has left implicit 
instructions that I can't come to the 
cottage if I bring the snake," she 
said. 

Adams-Kemp said she wouldn't 
bring the snake to her daughter's 
Lake Muskoka cottage, not because 
her daughter is afraid of snakes, but 
because raccoons could get into the 
cottage and eat it.

Scruton said there has been — and 
continues to be — an increase in land 
development of the south end of Barrie 
and in Alcona. 

"Traffic volumes have increased by as 
much as 30% over the last 10 years," she 
said. "In conjunction, commuters from 
the Barrie area have extended the peak 
traffic hours. We have observed a 
change in traffic patterns due to the 
increase in traffic volumes and the peak 
hours." 

The project includes widening and 
resurfacing the road, correcting storm 
drainage, replacing aged culverts and 
improving illumination. A pedestrian 
path is also planned for the south side 
between Yonge Street (County Rd. 4) 
and the 20th Sideroad. 

Reconstruction of the intersection at 
Innisfil Beach Road and 5 Sideroad is 
expected in 2015, followed by Innisfil 
Beach Road and Yonge Street in 2016. 
Innisfil Beach Road would be widened 
to four lanes west of 20th Sideroad in 
2017, provided that intersection recon¬ 
struction around two roads and the GO 
train tracks at Alcona can be worked out 
in consultation with rail operator, 
Metrolinx. 

Metrolinx and the county have been 
in negotiations for a land exchange, 
Scruton said. 

"The county required property from 
Metrolinx in order to complete utility 
relocations and Metrolinx asked for 
property within the county right-of- 
way," she said. "We have an agreement 
in principle for the land exchange. We 
are currently waiting for the documents 
to be signed to finalize the agreement. 
We are hopeful to have an executed 
agreement very shortly." 

Intersection improvements have 
already been completed at Innisfil 



Beach Road and 10 Sideroad and work 
is continuing on IBR west of the inter¬ 
section. 

That roadwork in the environmen¬ 
tally sensitive area has been challeng¬ 
ing, Scruton said. 

"There was significant construction 
staging due to high traffic volumes. We 
were not able to close County Road 21. 
And there were significant grade raises: 
1.5 metres at the intersection, over three 
metres on 10th Sideroad, and two 
metres over the valley," she said. "The 
contractor had to adhere to in-water 
timing restrictions due to fish habitat 
and there were extensive utility reloca¬ 
tions including gas, hydro, Bell and 
Rogers." 

That section of IBR is expected to be 
completed by early July. 

The county is proceeding with a 
Schedule C Municipal Class Environ¬ 
mental Process to consider the impacts 
associated with the proposed improve¬ 
ments, particularly the widening of Inn¬ 
isfil Beach Road. 

Part of that process includes public 
consultation, Scruton said. 

"The county recognizes with a major 
road reconstruction project there are 
potential impacts, in one manner or 
another, and in particular to the resi¬ 
dents along County Road 21 (IBR)," she 
said. "Through the consultation process, 
the county hopes to understand those 
impacts and be in a position to mitigate 
public concerns. 

"Public comments assist the county 
as we move forward into the detailed 
design phase and those comments can 
be addressed as best as we can." 

Following completion of the public 
information centre — and in considera¬ 
tion of concerns raised through agency 
reviews and public comment — the 
final preferred solution will be identi¬ 
fied and the environmental study report 
finalized and then reviewed by the 
county for endorsement.

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Town’s source drinking water protection discussed

It's been 14 years since the Walkerton 
tragedy — an outbreak of E.coli in a munici¬ 
pal water supply that sickened thousands and 
killed seven — but the ramifications are still 
being felt across Ontario, and beyond. 

New regulations and controls were brought 
in for municipal water supplies, and munici¬ 
palities are now being required to take steps 
to ensure Source Drinking Water Protection. 

The Town of Innisfil held a public meeting 
on Wednesday to present proposed amend¬ 
ments to the Town's Official Plan, amend¬ 
ments that would provide source water pro¬ 
tection to Innisfil's municipal water supply. 

That includes both the water intake areas 
of Lake Simcoe — where surface water is 
drawn in for treatment at Innisfil's Lakeshore 
Water Treatment Plant at Innisfil Beach Road 
— and the town's scattered municipal wells. 

The new amendments act on the informa¬ 
tion provided through the South Georgian 
Bay-Lake Simcoe Source Protection Plan that 
identifies water recharge and discharge areas, 
intake and well-head protection areas, bring¬ 
ing the Official Plan into compliance with 
new provincial policies that will require 
municipalities to protect, improve or restore 
the quality or quantity of drinking water. 

Policy planner Paul Pentikainen presented 
the amendments, which are based on the 
latest information and requirements of the 
Clean Water Act. 

"The new mapping... will be used by staff to 
determine which developments fall within 
vulnerable areas," Pentikainen said, referring 


to intake and well-head protection areas. Any 
development which might increase any of the 
21 "significant threats" to the municipal water 
supply — threats which include fuel, road 
salt, pesticide handling or storage and han¬ 
dling or storage of dense non-aqueous phase 
liquids (DNAPLs) — would be referred to a 
risk management official (RMO) at the Source 
Protection Authority. 

The development would only permitted to 
proceed if the RMO determines the risk is 
negligible or can be managed through a risk 
management plan. 

"Certain land uses and activities within 
vulnerable areas will be prohibited or 
restricted where they could pose a significant 
drinking water threat," Pentikainen said in his 
report. 

Innisfil, in fitting with its planning policies 
to the mapped well-head protection areas, 
faces less of a challenge than the neighbour¬ 
ing City of Barrie. 

Two of Innisfil's wells — Golf Haven and 
Coolcstown — have already been decommis¬ 
sioned. The Goldcrest well will be decommis¬ 
sioned shortly and the Innisfil Heights wells 
in 2018, which means the well-head protec¬ 
tion areas with all of their restrictions on land 
use will no longer apply. 

The restrictions only apply to municipal 
wells and water intakes. Private wells and 
commercial wells are not subject to the same 
restrictions, even though they may use the 
same aquifer. 

The other half of Wednesday night's meet¬ 
ing dealt with commercial water taking. Pen¬ 
tikainen noted that since 2002, commercial 
water takings (takings in excess of 50,000 


litres per day) have been deemed a "land 
use", and therefore can be regulated through 
the zoning by-law. But the town's Official 
Plan does not currently contain policies to 
regulate the taking of water as a land use. 

He presented a draft policy that would 
require hydrogeological studies, protection of 
water quality, and both site plan control and 
monitoring to ensure that water quantity is 
not negatively impacted, and give the town 
the ability to regulate commercial water- 
talcing through a site-specific amendment to 
the town's zoning by-law. 

The final policies, including proposed 
monitoring agreements, will be coming back 
to council for approval later this summer. 

Following the presentation, there was a 
second planning meeting to hear the Official 
Plan Amendment and zoning by-law amend¬ 
ment applications that would permit a com¬ 
mercial water-talcing operation on a property 
on 10 Sideroad, south of the 7th Line of Innis¬ 
fil. 

It was a proposal that came to council last 
year, but was turned down down and seemed 
headed to the Ontario Municipal Board for a 
final decision. 

Then, said applicant John Harris, "the town 
approached us," asking for mediation 
instead. "We worked with staff, and we 
worked with the experts that the town pro¬ 
vided. We have adhered to all of the requests 
put to us by your staff and your experts. We 
would appreciate your approval of our appli¬ 
cations." 

Through the discussion, Harris reduced his 
application for water-talcing from 360,000 
litres per day to 240,000 litres per day, and 


agreed to meet requirements for an enclosed 
well-head structure, site plan control and 
monitoring. 

The meeting was opened to public com¬ 
ments. Resident Diane Sykes praised council 
for "bravely making the wise decision" last 
year, by turning down the application. "If you 
say yes, it's just going to open the floodgates. 
No means no. Please don't come back and try 
this again." 

Other residents were concerned about the 
potential impact on neighbouring wells. But 
consultant Stan Denhoed pointed out that in 
2004, stress testing of the aquifer by pumping 
out 720,000 litres per day found no impact on 
wells within a one-kilometre radius, except 
for a single well. 

The current water-taking application is for 
only one-third of that amount, Denhoed said, 
noting that under the monitoring agreement, 
"if something goes wrong with that, the 
water-taker is on the hook." 

Harris was asked by Coun. Ken Simpson if 
he would come back and request an increase 
in his water-taking permit, at a future date. 

"I did the reduction as a courtesy, to try to 
get this through," Harris replied. "I don't 
know at this point in time. It's a business 
decision." 

The issue of proximity to the closed 7th 
Line landfill site was also raised. Although a 
commercial well is not required to provide 
well-head protection, Denhoed explained 
that studies found that it will take 574 years 
for the toxic plume from the landfill to pene¬ 
trate to the aquifer being used by his client 
and that it's "all a very shallow aquifer that's 
contaminated at that site."
